On April 11, Clarke's Volunteers to 
Appalachia will leave for Maysel, 
West Virginia. The group consists of 
Seven students: Eileen Cashman, 
Cindy Errthum, Tammy Kelleher, 
Marge Laufenberg, Sharon Mayer, 
Bridget Mooney, and Cindy Schmitz. 
One faculty member, S. Mary Angela 
Buser, will also make the trip. 

Eileen Cashman, a senior nursing 
Major, is excited about the trip. ‘I 
think | have something special to of- 
fer the people of Appalachia,”’ 
Cashman said. “‘One of the greatest 
gifts is giving, and if | can touch their 
lives in any way, I'll value the ex- 
perience forever.” 

According to Buser, the Purpose of 
the trip is to help the needy. ‘‘We 
want to work with the brothers in the 
village to help the poor in whatever 
way we can. In the past, we've done 
everything from building porches and 
walls to delivering food, whatever the 
need may be." Buser said they will 
also prepare the Holy Week services. 

This is the group's sixth year in 
Operation, and this will be their 
seventh trip to Appalachia. 

In order for students to be chosen 
for the trip, they must submit a writ- 
ten application and be interviewed by 
a review board. The review board 

consists of students who have 
previously participated in the Ap- 
palachia project. This year, 17

Presently, the visitaion hours for

Amy Kilburg, chairperson of 
SAC, has made a proposal to revise 
the visitaion policy for the hours to 
extend until midnight. 

Persons deciding on the proposal 
said that if the students approved the 
proposal, they will allow visitation un- 
til midnight. Mary Fran Hall had its 
visitation hours extended to midnight 
two years ago and there have been 
no problems. 

Kilburg, initiator of the proposal, is 
a resident assistant in Mary Jo Hall. 
“think extending visitation hours in 

the residence halls will give the 
residents more freedom in terms of 
having more time to spend with 
others, but it will put more respon- 
sibility on them to not abuse the 
priviledge,” said Kilburg. Kilburg and 
the SAC have been spending most 
of their time concentrating on getting 
their proposal approved. 

Ballots were sent to each resident 
in the two dorms. The ballots allow- 
ed the residents to vote on and ex- 
press their views concerning 
visitation. 

Out of 115 ballots distributed to the 
residents of Mary Ben, 83 were com- 
pleted and returned. This constitutes 
a reply percentage ot 72. Ihe 
percentage seemed rather low, con- 
sidering that the topic was concern- 
ing the residents’ own priviledges. 
Sixty-seven of the 83 votes were in 
favor of changing the visitation on the 
weekdays. Sixteen of the ballots

People that you only knew casually 
at Clarke. Leibold said that it was 
neat to see a different type of 
lifestyle. ‘Most people think that 
there are only poor people in other 
countries, but it’s amazing how many 
there are right here in the U.S." Ac- 
Cording to Leibold, many of the peo- 
ple in the village she visited, had 
homes with dirt floors and no runn- 
ing water. “It was like something out 
of a movie,"’ she said, ‘‘not 
something you'd expect to find in this 
country.” 

According to Buser, the trip is 
financed as much as possible 
through donations from students, 
faculty and staff. Buser said that in 
addition to paying for their room and 
board, she would like to be able to 
leave gifts behind. CSA will finance 
the van the group will rent to travel 
in. 

According to Buser, the group 
always has an open session when 
they return to Clarke to share 
photographs and experiences with 
anyone who's interested. Buser said 
the feedback concerning the trip has 
always been positive. 

Buser, who is very enthusiastic 
about the trip, said, ‘'l’ve wanted to 
go for six years. This is the first year 
that I've applied.” 

Buser said that she will gain one 
hundred times more from the ex- 
perience, than she will be able to 
give. “I hope to get an experience of 
living and working with the material- 
ly poor.” 

The group will return to Clarke on 
April 19. 


Visitation hours may increase 
in Mary Jo.and Mary Fran dorms 


were not in favor of the change, 
which indicates that 19 percent 
disapproved of the change, oppos- 
ing the 81 percent who were in favor 
of it. . 

There was even a smaller percen- 
tage of ballots returned from the 
Mary Jo residents. The ballot was the 
residents’ chance to voice their Opi- 
nion. Neglecting to respond was in- 
terpreted as no preference. Ninty-two 
ballots were distributed to the Mary 
Jo residents, anda disappointing 51 
were returned. 

Out of those 51 ballots received by 
Mary Jo residents, 50 voted in favor 
of the revised proposal. 

These results will be presented to 
the student senate this week. If ap- 
proved, the student policy committee 
(SPC) will meet and discuss the pro- 
posal. If the SPC ammends the pro- 
posal, they would like to initiate the 
new visitation hours during the final 
month of this year as a trial period. 

Dan Beierschmitt, a resident of 
Mary Jo, wrote on his ballot that the 
visitation policy was worthless and 
that it should be done away with en- 
tirely. If people want to break it, they

Resumes are important 


‘Experience: banking 


- and embezzlement...

This is the time of year many col- 
lege seniors are busy hammering out 
resumes, brushing up on the latest 
techniques in their particular fields 
and bolstering themselves to face 
those annoying interview questions 
like, ‘‘What are your long-range 
goals?” 

You've diligently spent the last 
four years cramming bits of informa- 
tion into your head, memorizing un- 
til your brain is numb and reading un- 
til your eyes fall out. At this point, 
your long-range goals are probably 
to retire at the age of 40 and spend 
the rest of your life sunbathing in 
Tahiti..However, that’s probably not 
what the interviewer wants to hear. 

According to Robert Half, ‘chalr- 
man of Robert Half International, 
Inc., a personnel recruiting firm, the 
resume is the most important and 
potentially troublesome job hunting 
tool. Half, who has recently written 
a book entitled, Robert Half on Hir- 
ing says that while writing a good 
resume won't necessarily land you a 
job, a bad one can lose, you dozens 
of offers. 

“It is your 
employers. If they like what they 
read, they'll ask to see you. If what 
they read reflects sloppiness or a 
labored attempt at being funny, your 
resume will likely end up in the trash. 
Or, like the following examples, may 
even be passed around the person- 
nel department so everyone can get 
a chuckle,” said Half. 

Position Desired: Easy work, plea- 
sant surroundings, large expense ac- 
count, high wages and close to 
home. 

. The above statement actually ap- 


‘, peared on the resume of a senior at 


a major Midwestern university. He 
even had the nerve to put next to his 
phone number: (not too early.) ; 

“Needless to say,” said Half, “this 
person won't have any trouble stay- 
ing close to home ‘for a long time.” 
He cited some “objectives” that also 
didn’t pass muster. 

Objective: To get my employer 
more than happy; to get my family 
happy; drive a convertible Cadillac in 
the sun and live the American way. 

-Objective: A position requiring a 
generalist and one that affords top 
echelon contacts, cross-fertilization 
and diversity. : 

Objective: Desparately need good 
job. Will work if necessary. 

Half said that a good resume 
should stick to basic, relevant facts. 
“For some reason, Soon-to-graduate 
students feel compelled to include ir- 
relevant personal data,” he said. 
Here are some examples. 

. Personal: My mother is 60 years 
old, in good health and willing to 
relocate. 

Personal: | have met the following 
celebrities (She went on to name 40 
entertainers and political figures 


introduction to: 


she'd met on campus in her role as 
social coordinator.) 

Personal: | live in a house with four 
dogs, two cats and my father. My 
father and one of the cats is retired. 

Personal: 23 years old, divorced, 
one daughter, currently entering 
bankruptcy proceedings. : 

Half stressed that all resume 
should list past work experience, 
even if it only involves part-time or 
summer jobs. With each job listed, 
there should be a few lines about 
what responsibilities the position en- 
tailed. However, here are a few that 
missed the point. 

Duties: Assembled and marketed 
portable, plastic toilets for recrea- 
tidnaluse. 

Experience: Accounting, advertis- 
ing, auditing, banking, cash flow, 
embezzlement. 

Position: Boss's son. 

Duties: Supervision of men, 
women, etc. 

Half said that although many peo- 
ple don't share his view, he personal- 
ly advises against including on your 
resume your reason for leaving a job. 
He feels that it's the sort of informa- 
tion that can only hurt and is better 
dealt with during a personal inter- 
view. Here are a few that have cross- 
ed his desk. 

“My boss divorced me. | never 
held any job more than two months 
due to emotional instability and be- 
ing in trouble with the law (not my 
fault) which kept me moving fre- 
quently. Boss was rude, incon- 
siderate and didn't appreciate my ef- 
forts. He is also an alclholic. He says 
he quit drinking (he’s a liar) and his 


attitude is unbelievable. Responsibili- _ 


ty makes me nervous. They insisted 
that all employees get to work by 
8:45. Couldn't work under those con- 
ditions. My boss and his wife were 
murdered.” 

“There is no excuse ona resume 
for misspelled words) or 


‘typographical errors,"’ Says Half. ‘If 


your resume isn’t important enough 
to be perfect, you'll be viewed by 
employers as not worthy of serious 
consideration. Finally, keep in mind 
that cover letters . are viewed the 
same way. Many new graduates 
create good solid resumes and then 
lose their sense of boundaries when 
writing accompanying letters,”

First, even if you test 
Positive for the virus, it doesn't mean 
you have or will develop AIDS.

The Hotline said that researchers 
are still unsure of all the ramifications 
of AIDS. 

Fifty-three percent of those 
Surveyed believe AIDS is linked to 
homosexual behavior. 


According to Newsweek, many 
researchers believe AIDS first ap- 
peared in Central Africa; even 
though diagnosis of the disease in 
the United States and recognition of 


it in Africa occurred at about the 
same time. 


The earliest evidence of HIV was 
identified in blood samples from 
Kinshasa in 1959, Suggesting that in- 
fection may have occured long 
before its first appearence in the 
West.

the AIDS epidemic began in Africa 
any earlier than in the United States. 

Due to the transmission of semen 
to blood, homosexuals are con- 
sidered a high-risk group for the 
spread of the disease. 


Sixty-three percent of the men and 
women surveyed believe AIDS is 
more contractable among the 
homosexual population. 


The spread of AIDS to the 
heterosexual population is, in part, 
due to women acting as buffers for 
the disease. 


The Hotline warns that any un- 
protected sexual encofinter with an 
AIDS virus carrier may render an in- 
dividual a potential victim. 


Generally speaking. casual, daily 
contact with an AIDS victim is no* 
dangerous. Therfore, !t was not sur- 
prising to see that 58 percent of 
those surveyed would welcome an 
AIDS victim into their home. 


To date, the Hotline claims that 
32,000 people have come down with 
AIDS and 1.5 miilion is the projected 
figure for those carrying the virus. 


With all the uncertainty surroun- 
ding this deadly disease, individuals 
are urged to become knowledgable 
and precautious.
